In a special revision released on April 5, 1978 the FCC reminded American Amateur 
radio operators of the restraints on international third party communications. The 
United States now has third party agreements with Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, 
Canada, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 

EI Salvador, Ghana, Guatemala, Guyana, Haiti, Honduras, Israei, Jamaica, Jordan, 
Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, Trinidad & Tobago, Uruguay 


and Venezuela. A special agreement with the ITU permits certain third party 


communications with 4U1ITU. The Commission further reminded U.S. Amateurs 


that transmission or delivery of international third party messages is prohibited 
unless an agreement under Section 2 of Article 41 of the ITU Radio Regulations 
has been announged by FCC.

For a half wave stub shorted at the far end substitute ‘'492”’ in place of ‘246’? and 
calculate in the same manner. The Velocity Factor (k) is approximately: 
0.83 for 300 ohm twin lead; 0.77 for 150 ohm twin lead; 0.69 for 75 ohm twin lead; 
0.67 for solid dielectric coaxial cable. 


The physical and electrical length may vary, depending upon the material used for the 
stub, and for this reason ‘‘pruning’? may be necessary. In the case of a half wave shorted 
stub using twin lead, a piece of tinfoil may be wrapped around the line and this shorting 
device moved until the interference disappears, Careful pruning with a pair of cutting 
pliers will serve the same purpose. 


Interference due solely to inability of a receiver using 21 Mc i.f. to reject 21 Mc 
band fundamental frequency transmissions can usually be remedied by having a 
serviceman reallign the i.f. circuits of the TV receiver to a slightly higher frequency. 


A pair of correctly spaced Lecher wires, set up to an appropriate length and calibrated 
to include receiver i.f. and television channels will materially aid in determining the 


frequency, or combination of frequencies, causing the interference. 


Aside from the immediate problem of interference believed to be caused by an Amateur 
station, experience has shown that installation of a high-pass filter will often improve 
reception in general by reducing the probability of future interference from other sources. 


The Commission trusts that the foregoing information will be of help to you in clearing any 
reports of neighborhood television interference brought to your attention, and would appreciate 
receiving information from you as to steps you may take toward eliminating or reducing the inter- 
ference caused by operation of your amateur station, indicating the particular device that was most 


effective.
